Toronto Chief was 
got by a noted horse called Old Royal George; some 
said hiB dam was a mare imported from England, while 
others maintained that she was bred in Canada, and 
got by a horse imported from the south of France, call¬ 
ed Coeur de Lion, out of an imported English mare. 
And then there are those who affirm that the imported 
horse Coeur de Lion did not get the dam of Toronto 
Chief, but that a son of his got her. Old Royal George

brown horse, possessed of great speed and splendid 
action, which he never displayed so well as when John 
Murphy was upon his back. This horse was bred in 
Canada and was taken to New York in 1858 by Mr. 
Goodenough, the inventor of the fnmous concave horse 
shoe. He trotted against Hiram Drew, Pioughboy and 
Columbus, and beat them two-mile heats to wagons on 
the Centerville Course. It was a long race of four 
heats, and the big brown horse trotted the fastest and 
lasted the longest. Hiram Drew won the first heat. 
Toronto Chief took the second. The third was dead 
between him and Pioughboy, and then the Chief won 
the fourth. His best time wqs Cm. 22s. After that 
ace Mr. Bown bought him, and he stood for some time 
l Flushing. In 1884 the late Mr. Glllraan owned him, 


with ease in2m. 24is. Murphy dates his great fame ns 
a rid r from his doings on Toronto Chief. It was those 
which induced Hiram Woodruff to select him to ride 
Dexter in the famous match against time. The Inst 
time wc saw Johnny and the Chief in public was in the 
race between him Dexter, and General Butler. Doble 
rode Dexter, and rode him well. He had great prac¬ 
tice with Rockingham, the veir fast gray horse, first 
called the Granger Colt. Jim Eoff rode General But¬ 
ler, but though n great horseman, he did not suit “the 
Contraband" as well as that great master of the art, 
Dan Mace, who beat Geo. M. Patehen, Robert Filling- 
ham, and Rockingham with ease under saddle. Toron¬ 
to Chief was ridden by Murphy, but he was not fast 
enough to live with the flyer whom Murphy himself 


was a horse of great note. Was got by Black Warrior 
out of an English imported marc which belonged to the 
Thirty-second Regiment, the Royal Georges. He was 
for a time a sort of pet with the officers and men of that 
regiment, and he afterwards got many good trotters. 
Black Warrior was got by Tippo out of a black mare, 
owned by an officer in the First Royals. She was from 
England, and wns called the Warrior mare; hence the 
name of her son, Black Wnrrior. Thus we see that 
Royal George and his sire were both bred by the mili¬ 
tary in Canada, and officers were so notoriously in fav¬ 
or of blood horses that there is no doubt they were 
both high-bred. As to Tippo himself there is very great 
doubt. He was always believed to be imported from

Springer tuid Cocker Spaniels. 

The land spaniels are divided into two primary class¬ 
es, the larger of which arc the Springers und the 
smaller Cockers. The Springers are again divided in¬ 
to three principal strains, called respectively, the 
Clumber, Sussex and Norfolk. There arc also a num¬ 
ber of off-shoots from these breeds, to which no particu¬ 
lar names have been assigned. Of the Cockers there is 
a host of varieties, diverse in color, form and si/e, 
merry hunting, active little fellows of mixed breeds and 
sizes. 

The largest and probably the best of the spaniels is 
the Clumber, named from a seat of the Duke of New¬ 
castle, where the breed originated. This is a long¬ 
bodied, short-legged dog, siauding only about eighteen 
inches in height, and weighing about forty-five pounds. 
In color, he should be pure white, with* pale lemon 
markings, the coat bciug soft, silky and straight, but 
not very heavy. The ears, though large, arc not broad 
o'r rounded at the tip, and are scantily feathered below 
the leather, lie is a mute dog, aud never gives j.ongue 
upon game when well broken. Beiug essentially a 
land spaniel, he does not like water; but is especially 
fitted for thorny covers, where lie is an indefatigable 
worker, aud from his keen nose a sure finder of game. 

Next in importance comes the Sussex, a very old 
breed, always in pure specimens of u rich golden liver. 
He is a smaller dog than the Clumber, weighing about I 
ten pounds less, but, like him, powerf ully made. The 
ear in the Sussex is rounded or lobe-shaped at the tip, I 
set low on the bead, and hangiug close to the. cheeks. : 
Unlike the Clumber, the Sussex gives tongue upon his 
game, but in subdued tones, free from babbling or 
clamor if well brokeu. lie has also less dislike for 
water, and when well handled is a valuable dog, a9 he 
is a careful and close but fast worker, taking pleasure 
in the pursuit of gai^c, and capable of being made a 
good retriever. 

Of the pure Norfolk but few spccitneus can now he 
found, the breed being chiefly confined to a few breed¬ 
ers who have preserved the strain with great care. In 
color the Norfolk is generally liver and white, or black 
and white, and in ail pure individuals invariably has ! 
the muzzle and legs ticked with dark spots. He is a | 
strongly made dog, being shorter iu body, though i 
longer in the leg, than the Clumber. The coat is fine ! 
and inclined to curl, and the legs and feet are feathered 
to the Lous. While burning he is quick in his motions, 
and faces both water and cover well. A peculiarity 
with him is that he sometimes points his game for a 
short time before Hushing it. 

We do not know of any pure Specimens of the Sus¬ 
sex or Norfolk spaniels in America, and tbc only pure 
Clumbers within our knowledge are those imported and 
owned by Mr. B. W. Jenkins, of Baltimore. 

Among tht£ Cockers may be fouud great varieties of 
color, such ifs orange and white, livqr, black, black 
and white, liver and while, lemon, lemon and white, 
black and tan, black, white and tau, and other 
shades too numerous to mention. These dogs also vary 
greatly in size, running from LI to30 pounds in weight . 
They make excellent retrievers, and arc tireless work¬ 
ers. Some of them are broken to hunt mute, others 
whimper on the trail and burst into a sharp yelping ral¬ 
ly as the bird rises. As a rule, they arc easily broken, 
but require careful bundling, since they are apt to be¬ 
come headstrong. 

Cockers arc constantly advertised in our sporting 
journals as grouse dogs, but have generally been bred 
in this country, and though perhaps good field dogs they 
are doubtless of more or less mixed blood. A few pure 
dogs have been imported, aud notably among them are 
Mr. HubbcITs lot of the celebrated Burdette strain. Mr. 
A. C. Waddell has a brace from the Hubbell kennel. 
These dogs arc all black aud tau. Mr. Dudley Olcott, 
of Albany, owns a spaniel of pure, imported blood, 
though not of the Burdette strain.

The Western Trotting Convention. 

OlIU’AoO, II.L., Full. I, l>7». 

To Tiik Field:—'T here is evidently a schemer of sonic 
kind attempting to undermine the work done by the Couveu • 
tion last week. He was unable to do ids work in the Conven¬ 
tion, because ho anti the few partisans aiding him were in 
auclt a minority that their objects were frustrated. Finding 
this to bo the ea.-e other means were resdrted to. first a lui 
tor of protest nguiusi the action of the Convention was cir¬ 
culated, and then the reporters of the daily press were 
played upou until they were made to believe, or at any rale 
they stated that the Convention was a fi//.U*,nnd only nm by 
a few interested and ambitioua men. 

That this was not the ease was amply proved by Mu? eon- 
duct of the Convention, ns any one might have seen who 
was present during the evening session on the first day, 
which was In reality the meeting which decided the action 
of the Convention. It was apparent from the manner in 
which the debate was conducted, that no concerted union or 
plan was being carried out, except by the three or fourdcle 
gates who were there to art in favovof the present Hoard of 
Appeals. The useless waste of time an l long debates which 
occurred in regard to the second section of the Judi¬ 
ciary Committee's reiwrl were caused by the vexatious ac¬ 
tion of one or two delegates working in the interest of the 
Board of Appeals, and who took advantage of the large ma¬ 
jority being without any person to bring them to the test 
vote. When tins little coterie was finally disposed of. and 
these schemers trustrated, everybody fell relieved, ami the 
real question at issue coming squarely before them, it wn* 
decided by such an overwhelming mujoiity as to cause the 
Eastern supporters to hide their heads at once. No chance 
being left them in the open Convention, the. resort was bad 
to the letter of protest,—with what result the number of 
signatures attached to it speaks for Itself, and then the sub¬ 
ornation of the daily press reporters to a view of the results 
of the Convention flo totally at variance with the lad- »l- lo 
become absolutely fulse, was the next thing attended lo. 

During the evening session there were fifty delegate- vot 
lug on the questions at issue, And when the second section, 
catling for the appointment of a Board of Errors was \olcd 
on sentence bv sentence, there was not a dissentient vote otii 
of the whole fifty. The next day the protest was worked to 
the fullest extent, and it received nine signatures, of these, 
two were concerned mil bound over iu siip|K)i I of the Board 
of Appeals as it now stands. Of what value then is that let¬ 
ter of protest? Absolutely nothing. A a showing the feeling 
in tho West, it will be used at the National Congress, us evi¬ 
dence that tho late Convention was a fizzle, aud the news¬ 
paper roports will also lie made use <»f, It behoove* the 
western Associations therefore to hasten themselves and send 
on competent and intelligent gentlemen Io represent their 
Interest* and support, and vote tor the adoption ol the recom¬ 
mendations passed at the Convention. 

Actual severance from the National Association is »tof an 
advisable course for the West to pursue, if relict in the 
prompt eettlementof cases can be obtained, and it i* the ini 
perattve duty of the National Congress t*» accede lo the 
reasonable requests of western members. That they will be 
afforded this relief, either in the manner suggested and peti 
tloned for, or ln some other wav equally suitable, I cannot see 
any reason to doubt, as the National Congees* must admit 
the West haa grievances which call for redress, ami their 
requests are temp* cate, moderate, and easily acceded to.

a ready and cheap means of Buttling questions of differences aris¬ 
ing among the turfmen and association!! of the West—oue that 
should enable as to determine for ourselves, and within our own 
territory, all matters of controversy to which we are parties. We 
are fully alive to the advantages of the National Association—to 
the benefits resulting from connection therewith, and from a 
uulformlty of princline governing decisions In vexed cases. For 
these reasons we do not advise the establishment of an independ¬ 
ent western trlbuual; but we do commend to you that you ask of 
the National Congress about to assemble, tko establishment of a 
Board of Jurisdiction for the West, before which we may go and 
have our cases adjudicated. Wc cannot believe that the National 
Congress will refuse us In our reasonable requests. Did we con¬ 
template such refits tl. we should have another and different re¬ 
port to make to you 

We herewith pres-'ut articles which we advise that the National 
Association be requested to add to the by laws now iu force. 

I. The States of Michigan, Indiana. Illinois. Jowa, Wisconsin, 
lioutucky, Tennessee, Nebraska, Kansas. Minnesota and Mis¬ 
souri shall constitute the western district of the Natloual Asso 
elation, and any Western Stite shall be annexed to said district 
upon the petition of a majority of the associated members of such 
Slate to tho Board of Appeals. 

ff. There shall be established In aud for suid western district a 
Board of Krrors. to be composed of live persona, who shall be resi¬ 
dents of said district, and who shall hold their offices until their 
successors a*e choseu; and any vacancy in said Board shall be 
filled by the remaining members thereof. 

8. A majority of said Board shall constitute a quorum, and they 
•hall meet in the city of Chicago not less th in three times in each 
yoar to adjudicate upon such cases ns may come before them; 
aud they may hold sessions In other places when the Board of An¬ 
neals shall so advise and direct. Special meetings of the said 
Board of Errors may he called by the chairman thereof. 

4. The said Board hereby provided for shall have origlual Juris¬ 
diction in all cases involving an Infraction of the by-laws, rules, 
or regulations of the National Association within said district, 
and exclusive appellate jurisdiction in all cases of Appeal from 
(he decision of an associate member thereof arising in said dis¬ 
trict: Provided, That the Board of Appeals ^all have original 
jurisdiction in canes of controversy betweWi associate mem¬ 
bers. 

A. The Board of Appeals may direct the Board of Errors to take 
eognlxance of any matter in said district which in their opinion 
should be snbject. for adjudication, and said Board of Krrors may 
appoint a commissioner to take testimony whenever expedient to 
to do so. 

ft. Toe said Board of Errors shall have the same power to Im¬ 
pose and remove penalties in cases arising within the western dis¬ 
trict which the Board of Appeals now _haa or may hereafter pos¬ 
sess in like cases. 

7. The members of said Board of Errors shall choose one of 
their number chalnnau, and may appoint n clerk to record their 
proceedings; and the chairman'shall nave power in his discretion 
to temporarily suspend penalties and punishments imposed by 
associate members of said district., until the next meeting of the 
Board of Errors. 

8. The clerk shall keep a record of nil proceeding* and transac¬ 
tions of said Board, and he ahull from rime to time, ae the Board 
of Appeals may require, furnish them with a full copy of the pro¬ 
ceedings and records of the Board of Error*. 

1#. Appeals may be granted from final delerminations of the 
Hoard of Errors to the Board of Appeals by a majority vote of said 
Board of Krrors. to be prayed for witnln 30 days after such deter¬ 
mination; aud the President of the Board of Appeals may. in bis 
discretion, when appeal shall have been taken, temporarily sus¬ 
pended penalties and punishments imposed by said Board of Kr¬ 
rors, os he may iu canes when they have been imposed by ;m as¬ 
sociate member; Proalded, however. That no appeal shall be al¬ 
lowed from any such determination where inoucy is involved less 
than one hundred dollars iii amount. 

10. All fines Imposed by the Bo.trd or Krrors. when collected by 
them, shall be forthwith remitted to the Tred-urer of the National 
Association. 

II. All suspensions, expulsions, and rciustaiemenlh by the as 
soclate members of said district sh ill be reported by them to the 
•aid Board of Errors, who shall certify them lo the Board of Ap¬ 
peals. 

Iff. The chulrnmn of tho said Board of Errors sb *11 be ox-ofllcio 
a member of the Board of Appeals, aud each member of said 
Board of Errors sbull lie entitled to the privileges of tin honorary 
member on tho grounds of all the associated coiir.-c* of said dis¬ 
trict. 

18. AM reasonable expenses incurred by the Board of Errors, or 
by its clerk In discharge of their duties, shall be certified in item- I 
ized bills to the treasurer of the National Association for piy- 
ment. but the clerk of said Board of Errors shall not b * paid com- 1 
pmiHation to exceed the sum of five hundred aud fifty dollars per 
annum, except by the approval of the Board of Appeal*. 

11. Moneys due and owing to any associate member of the said 
western district, may be pula to the Board of Errors, but amounts 
so paid to thorn shall be forthwith remitted to tho proper Associate 
member, 

1>. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Natloual Associa¬ 
tion to furnish, upon the request of the chairman of the Board of 
Krrors, copies of all papers and evidence iu his possession pertain¬ 
ing to nny matter that may rel ite to any case under considera¬ 
tion of said Hoard of Errors.

horses not bo declared out. shall be held for tho 10 per cent. entry, 
and no horse shall he permitted to start unless the entry fen lias 
been paid in full. I 

Ada to rule 43: ‘‘Time made on ice shall constitute n bar for ' 
that way of going, but shall not constitute a record." 

Add to rule 61 u clause providing that when a su-p *iih1ou has I 
been made, nnd notice of the same ia sent to anoili r associate ! 
member by the Secretary of the Association making ihe order of j 
suspension, the Association receiving tho same **ln»H regard thu 
same notice a* binding and of the same fore.* ns if it had come 
through the Secretary of the National Association. 

Add to rule 55: "Or uevor made a record." 

A resolution offered by Gen. Rowett. that run ing races on j 
W6»lern and southern tracks aliould lie conducted under the Lex¬ 
ington mien, wmm adopted. 

The proceeding* of the second day - meeting niv as follows: 

A communication from William A Owell, of Detroit, wiih re¬ 
ceived, read and placed on file. Thu writer expressed himself a* 
unalterably opposed to nnv separation from tlic National A-eooin- 
tlon. He held that nny rules which would work for the benefit of 
one section of the country would surely do so for the other. All 
feelings of rivalry, and all claims for grievance were based on 
imaginary wrongs or sprang from mercenary motives. There were 
no arts of theNutlnnul Association whic h showed undue partiali¬ 
ty to the eastern turf, and whatever evils did exist could he better 
remedied by sendiup competent delegates to represent the west Iu 
the national turf congress to be held In New York, The best 
men ahould be suut, and they would suggest and aid in the carry¬ 
ing out of euch measures ns would remedy existing defects In the 
rolee and management of the National Association.

How to TrAin tlic Two-Year-Olds. 

At lhe period wheu the colt Is two-years-old, his training pre¬ 
paration for the turf will bow engage our attention. In my judg¬ 
ment, Hie two-year-old should not be ruu before the latter part of 
summer, as it is almost impossible to order them before that lime 
without forcing them, a process which often results in serious and 
permanent injury. Besides, yon must remember that the colts 
arc growing, and will continue to do so for two or three years to 
come. Increasing In weight bv several hundred pounds over what 
they uow scale. I am myself opposed to fralulug aud running 
colts in their two-year-old form, believing that they ought to be 
handled steadily and slowly all that season for their three-year- 
old engagements. This would give the advantage of a full twelve- 
months' extra growth, careful handling, breaking, and light train 
iug. bo that wheu they are three years old they will be so much 
the better able to stand the test of severe preparation for the 
slakes In which they are engaged at that age, at distances from 
oue mile to two mi hi* and a half, and under heavy weight. From 
this time henceforth, at Jerome Park, Saratoga, aud Long Branch, 
the weights of three-year-olds iu all the great stakes will be 118 
lba.. and surely, to curry such an impost, the colt ought to have a 
cIihdcc to mature us much as possible In his two-year-old form, 
Of course, he should be iu half training all the year, but kept in 
lusty form all the time, then he will be, iu my opinion, a far bet¬ 
ter three-year-old than if he had been taken in hand iu Jannary, 
and ran repeatedly up to the first of November when two years 
old. As regards training fillies for racing purposes, considered 
purely in au abstract light with reference to the improvement of 
the breed of thoroughbred, I would emphatically advise agaiust 
It. They should be tho breeders of race-horses and not racers 
ibcmseive*. Besides, they would mature so mnch the better if 
allowed to graze ami reed until they were three years old; they 
would have bettor bone, and more of it, aad stronger muscles, if 
suffered to grow in size and bulk, unrestrained III every indul¬ 
gence, instead of being drawn, sweated, aud tucked up until they 
show,‘n their attenuated forms, like dried anatomies. Allowed 
to range at liberty In the rich succulent blue grass pastures, with 
plenty of good oats, they would grow and mature to the full de¬ 
velopment Intended by nature, with legs, feet, and eyes sound 
and perfect In their formation. Such are my owu views as regards 
tho training of two-year-olds, but a* there are very many who will 
differ with me on this point. I shall proceed to lay dowii the sys¬ 
tem of training to be adopted with them. 

It is preferable to train fillies to colts at two years old, as the 
former, ae a greueral thing, are much better matured :it tbls age 
limn the latter. After running them one season. I would breed 
them the spring they arc three years old. They will Imve ample 
time to fill up and spread out from the time the racing season is 
over, and which is usually about the first of November, until say, 
the first of April following. Training certainly injures a filly or 
mare for breeding purposes, and If they arc kept too long on the 
turf, as they are eventually bound to become mothers, the injury 
Is the greater. Ileuce I advise tho training of fiiiict for as short 
a period as possible, only until they are old enough to be bred, 
which Is when they are three years old. By adopting the plan 1 
have suggested, the colta wljl hove Mine to grow and mature to a 
mnch better form; you will dud they have much less bad temper 
nnd vice; fewer splints and riagbouos, or sore shine, the results 
of kicking. It U unpleasant to train colls aud fillies together. 
At times the fillies become unpleasantly heated, and desire the 
horso; that makes the colts fractious and more unruly, and many 
accidents have occurred In training stables from horses and mares 
mixed. And It Is almost Impossible to keep them properly 
separated when you reflect that their chief attendants arc small 
boys and careless grooms; hence they often kick, or get together 
and bile nnd abuse each other, all of which could be avoided If 
mores nnd fillies were never trained. My experience iu racing i* 
that the colt or th« horse can stand mure fatigue and more abuse 
In long and repeating races, by far than any filly or mure, aud in 
the history of the tests, where the colt or horse, aud mare or filly 
have been pitted against euch other, tho horse has always, or, at 
least, In seven out of ten times, been the victor, As late as last 


year's “Belmont,” I think there were ten or eleven colts started 
and not one filly. Thla shows that the colt is able to give the filly 
three pounds and a beating. Persons having oven good fillies 
are deterred from starting them against good colts, even with tin- 
advantage of three pounds allowed for sex. That alone should 
convince the breeding and racing public that fillies should not be 
trained, as they are not equal to colts. But the colt does not tnn- 
ture as early as the filly, and, therefore, he should not be raced 
until he Is three voars old. The design and purpose, us 1 take it. 
of breeding the thoroughbred la to Improve the stuck, aud by al¬ 
lowing the colt to be gently trained aud kept well in band up to 
the time be should be trained for hla three-year-old races, you 
give him a chance to spread, improve and mature far beyond 
what he would do, or conld, if kept In hard training and ruuuiug 
during his two-year-old form. Besides, be would In*, a better 
stallion, for be would have an opportunity, during his early days, 
of forming a great deal more bone, and other hard substances of 
the body, which ia so necessary Iu the stallion, when put in the 
stud, to produce his like again. For it stands to reason that na¬ 
ture dwarfed In youth can never become a giant. Hut specula¬ 
tion. both in England aud America, has run mad in endeavoring 
to realize, at the earliest period, their money upon the foul ; he 
has been run at a year old in England, and. although it Was a 
short distance, the preparation was too severe for him Hi run that 
well. So, between the breeders and the book-makers, the colt Is 
forced, uutil he is compelled to run even as a yearling, owing to 
the desire on the purl.of the breeders to realize, lie I* forced into 
a racehorse, to the great injury of the animal himself and bis pro¬ 
duce hereafter. Until now. they have but very few good racers, 
most of their colts being leggy and big bodied. Over two thou¬ 
sand colts, perhaps, are trained annually In Great HritiHii.and not 
a dozen of good racehorses show out of that lot in nny one year. 
Aud it will bo the same way in this country if we continue fo 
train and run two-year-olds. At one time the racing associations 
gave no purses or premiums for two-year-olds earlier than July. 
Now, since many of the members of the various jockey clubs have 
become breeders themselves, they are giving large premiums for 
two-year-olds, as early as May, and when the foal, perhaps, lucks 
a month, or probably weeks, of being two-year-olds. That is 
fortfiugnature, and. like all hot bed plants, forced to nature early, 
they lose many of their good qualities, which, if matured by'n 
natural process, they might possess iu perfection. 

Now. as regards the training the colta for their races in their 
two-year-old form. You will begin as soon as the season opens, 
say the first of March, or sooner if the weather permits. Of course 
they have been ridden a little, all wiuter, every pleasant day, with 
light riders, as I have previously described. The exercise now. 
of course, shoald bo trotting and walking, about two hours, or 
less If It la very cold, each day, but once a day only; they may be 
led out in Ihe evening under the shed while the stalls arc being 
cleaned up. Now they will waut good roomy box-stalls, and you 
will get rid of the baiter, that is, the runulug.halter.fi* which 
they have been accustomed to stuudiug in their open stalls, so 
they will have ample room to walk, and exercise, and roll, etc. 
The halter will only be put on them to tie them up to be cleaned 
off. Great care should be observed in keeping the feet in proper 
form, the heels cleaned out and lubricated with some oleagi nous 
substauce to keep them from cracking, for they require no shoes; 
their hoofs and frogs will grow aud harden iu much better shape 
if allowed to go unshod than if shod, for the shoes and nails con 
fine the hoof, particularly at the heel, and force it to contract 
upon the frog, thereby destroying the protection nature designed 
iu formiug the frog to protect the navicular aud coffin joint, which 
lies immediately under. If you shoe you will also have to plate; 
the dirt and vorioiis other substance* forming under the shoe pro 
duces a curious operation upon thu hoof which rots it. When tin* 
shoe is pulled off to plate you will fiud nothing but a thin horn of 
the outer hoof; of course, it has to be cut aud rasped down uutil 
it becomes level with the inner sole, then It would he too tender 
; lo go bare footed and it will have to be plated; where, if they are 
j not shod, the inner sole becomes as hard aud ns llilck as the outer 
* part of the hoof, and by timely attention withMhe rasp uud knife 
every two or three weeks, the colt will have better formed and 
more healthy hoofs than oue that has been shod. Now, say the 
track is all ready, and you have commenced galloping. The cults 
should be takeu out for their dally gallop iu the early part of the 
season, say about half-past ulito or ten o'clock; they should be 
walked, trotted, and cantered alternately half a utile or a mile ai 
a time, until they have exercised two or three miles; they should 
then be stopped, mouth and uostrila sponged out, a sw allow* or 
tw r o of tepid water given them; their saddles or girth* nnd martin¬ 
gales should be examined to see that they arc all right, for colts 
and horses frequently swell up, and. although the girth would ap¬ 
pear tight, after a relaxation aud emptying himself they may be¬ 
come quite loose By timely attention to this matter, such things 
as turning of the Huddle, and the throwing of the boy, or the slip¬ 
ping of the saddle, aud all the accident* arising tb refrain will be 
avoided. The colts should then be walked up and down, to teach 
them to be quiet on the track, ahuudred yards or two. in front of 
tbe trainer, that he may notice (which he will, if he is a man of 
sense) which are the most and which art; Ibe least distressed. 
Those that seem to he considerably fatigued should be, on tbe re¬ 
pent, If necessary, shortened in their distance, while the others 
may be sent the same way as at first-slowly, three or four miles; 
that is, first walking thou trotting, then cautering. and then walk¬ 
ing and trotting again. This frequent changing of the gait dur¬ 
ing the time that they are at exercise will prevent them from be¬ 
coming restive and sulky, ns they will be kept at no one gait ion * 
enough to become unpleasantly fatigued. Iu that way the exer 
else they receive will improve their rorm, their temper, and their 
legs, which it is nil important to prepare and harden before they 
commence taking their regular exercise of gn I loping. Now*, after 
this work, which will occupy from an hour anil u half to two 
hours-say au hour and a half-if it is uot too far from the stable, 
the boys should be dismounted on the track, especially if the 
colts seem to be fatigued. They should be taken into the stable, 
divested of their saddles and bridles, aud halters put upon 
them; aud their mottle and nostrils, and face* should be washed 
off. and they should be allowed to drink of tepid water, from ten to 
flfteeu swallows. That will quench their thirst, and. being of 
about the same temperature as their blood.it will prevent their 
their takiug cold, or chilling, or haviug sore throat. They should 
then be ruobed off with lineu cloths, and then led out by the hal¬ 
ter and walked around the ring, first one way and then the other, 
fur half an hour, aud if it is twelve o'clock! which is the usual 
feeding time, they should be fed, first giving them it little Imy, 
and then their feed o f oats and a quart of dry bran encli feed' 
After haviug got through with that, they should then be cleaned 
off, their nostrils wiped out, and turned loose, a bucket of water 
being set In the stable with them. The doors should then be 
closed, and tbe colts suffered to rest without any disturbance un¬ 
til, say. three or half-past three o'clock iu the afternoon. Tlicv 
shonld then be fed agaiu with one quart of oats. See Mint they 
have some water aud hay; the dung should be thrown out. and 
they ahonld be closed up again and suffered to rest until time to 
cleanup the stnlla for the night. See that they have p lent v of 
straw ai all times, night aud day. for young stock, growing! re 
quire a great deal of rest, and most of thorn take it lying down. 
They should not be exercised again that day more tban to be led 
out around the shod, or led to grass, if there is auv, for fifteen or 
twenty minutes, while their stalls are being cleaned up. and the 
straw readjusted for the night. 

Now, as we progress, tho track, we will sav, I* open and settled 
so that they cuu bo galloped. They should be taken out now 
esrltvr, ibu weather haviug Improved. ’I liev should be fed a 
couple quarts of oats at daylight. After breakfast, say between 
eight aud nine o'clock, they should be saddled tip, and! having a 
care to watch closely euch colt us he goes out of the stable, that 
he bus got his saddle on properly, and that the martingale is nut 
pulled around by the girthing of tin* girth and surcingle, so as to 
he in the way of the foreleg, which by neglect, ofteu chafes and 
excoriates the skin of Ibe client and arm,where, with proper atten¬ 
tion. the colt might be saved all that pain which sometimes pre¬ 
vents his being galloped with the saddle on or used for several 
weeks, ns it is a very tender and delicate place to cure. And, also 
observe closely, when the boys are dismounted. Mini the girth* 
arc loosened up and the saddles taken off. Tor, from the heal of 
the body, the girths will contract and stop the circulation im¬ 
mediately upon tbe brisket, where Ihe girth binds lighted form¬ 
ing, In consequence, a large lump, and sometimes causing erysip¬ 
elas to form, which afterwards makes the horse vicious ami 
dangerous, by biting when girthing up the saddle An Md

The Turfmen'# Convention. 

The action of the. western turfmen composing the 6 
meeting held at the Palmer House in this city last a 
week has been the subject of much talk, pro and con. ^ 
The daily journals have had considerable to say against 1 
the proceedings and in the interest of the National As- 1 
sociation. In espousing the cause of tboBe who be¬ 
lieves that their interest lies in clinging to the present 
association, we think they are the dupes of misinfonn- 
ants and wire-pullers. As western men they certainly 
cannot conscientiously work against what they must 
know to be detrimental to the interest of western turf- ■ 
men, if they have any knowledge whatever of the nature 
of the case. Their ears have been open to one class 1 
and shut against the other—probably for a money con¬ 
sideration. However this may be, they are certainly 
making asses of themselves, and the sooner they be¬ 
come cognizant of the fact the sooner they will see 
themselves as others see them. Such balderdash as 
they have been publishing cannot influence any intelli¬ 
gent mind. 

While the convention was almost unanimous in 
adopting articles to be submitted to the National Trot¬ 
ting Congress, which meets in New York next Wednes¬ 
day, requesting the appointment of a western Board 
of Errors, before which cases in dispute might be ad- 
justicated without the expense of going before the 
Board of Appeals, many malcontents were present, 
and from the tenor of their remarks it was not difficult 
to see that their sympathies were not with those who 
were trying to devise some means to relieve them of 
the unjust treatment received at the hands of the Board 
of Appeals, but rather with the present management of 
affairs. Some of those who had the most to say against 
the organization of a western board, were emissaries 
of the present composition of the Board of Appeals, 
and consequently could see nothing good in anything 
that worked against their masters. 

We have no protest to offer against those who acted 
conscientiously, for every man is entitled to his candid 
opinion, whether he be right or wrong; but when we 
see men who but recently emigrated from the East, and 
whose whole hearts and souls are wrapped up in every 
thing eastern, we think it looks a little dogmatical for 
them to open their mouths against requests of western 
reformers. We are under no obligation to be tied to 
the East, when we think our interests can be better 
served by taking the management of our affairs into 
our own hands. We are not so unwise not to know 
our own business better than our eastern brethren can 
tell us. When we ask them for advice it will be time 
enough for them to give it, and not till then. 

It may be that the National Congress will refuse to 
grant the request made by this convention, in which 
event we trust that the turfmen of the West will act 
for themselves, and in, a manner too plainly to be mis¬ 
understood. We await the result patiently.

add "the match is off,” or words to that effect, but as 
his representative Baw fit to do so, he is bound by his 
representative's octionB as far as Ward is concerned, 
and should have refunded Ward every cent of the 
money in his hands after the sheriff’s claim, which we 
doubt, was satisfied. But as far as Bogardus is con¬ 
cerned there is another view to take, for even as Wilkes 
could not declare the match off In Ward’B case, 
neither could he in Bogardus’ case, and the 
fact that the match, was not completed, owing to 
Ward's infringement of articles, gave Bogardus every 
right to claim the agreed forfeit from Wilkes. We 
maintain that Bogardus had no cause or reason to re¬ 
pay to Wilkes the money regained from him by Ward; 
it was not money lost to him (Bogardus) but money due 
to Ward because of a mistake in Wilkes’ office. If a 
newspaper, or nowspaper representative, makes mis 
takes in announcing the particulars of matches, and 
takes upon itself to go beyond its office, the newspaper 
and not the match makers are responsible for the error. 
If two pipers have to he paid for their ill-timed pran- 
cings out of the beaten track, they must pay both and 
make a memorandum not to do it again. Not longer 
than last month the Spirit made a somewhat similar 
mistake regarding Paine’s challenge to Bogardus; they 
muddled matters so that Bogardus, and every one else, 
thought two matches were offered; Bogardus put up 
money for both and accepted them; Paine explained, 
and the Spirit explained, and we presume that a little 
wraDglc took place. Thefactis ourhonorablefriend, the 
Spirit is very much of an old woman as far as meddling 
in matters which does not concern her. 

We tender Ward our apologies for giving him a se¬ 
vere raking, but he must believe us to have done it 
against the offense and not against the man. We arc 
only too happy that by our means the public has had an 
opportunity of hearing the rights of the question. If 
Mr. Ward had thought fit to enlighten us earlier he 
would hpye saved us the pain of giving him an unde¬ 
served lashing. Let him, and ull our readers remem¬ 
ber, that we are the outspoken champion of right and 
fair-play, and the determined opponent of wrong and 
“snide" tricks.” __ 


Ward vs. Wilkes. 

We have carefully looked into the Ward-Wilkes mat¬ 
ter, and from the evidence before us are of opinion that 
Ward had In that particular matter every reason to sue 
Wilkes. He did not sue for a sporting loss, but 
for misapplication of moneys placed in his (Wilkes’) 
hands. Wilkes was bound by the mistake of his book¬ 
keeper, and as far as Ward was concerned had freed 
the stake money from any claim from Bogardus; sec¬ 
ondly the referee refused to act, and under such cir¬ 
cumstances Wilkes had no authority to hand over 
money to Bogardus.

The Chioago Show. 

The Dog and Poultry Show, held in Chicago last ! 
week, was a big success. The display of fowls and 1 
dogs was the largest and finest ever held in this coun¬ 
try. The dog part of the exhibition was a grand affair, 
including a representation of all or nearly all the fine 1 
breeds of the country. The attendance was very large, 1 
including Bportsmen from all sections of the country 1 
and Canada. Generally speaking everything passed 
off satisfactorily, and much credit is due Messrs. Whit¬ 
man and Willard for their able management of the 
whole affair. 

But there is one thing which we cannot account for, 
and that is the decision of the judges. How thoy ar¬ 
rived at conclusions so different from others; how they 
see things which others do not, and how they fail to 
see points that others do, are among the mysteries 
which no one has been able to solve and prob¬ 
ably never will. All judges are human, and 
therefore are not expected to be perfect in their de¬ 
cisions; but they are supposed to come within a 
reasonable distance of the point aimed at. That some 
of them did not, in the exercise of their functions at 
the show last week, is quite evident. They either were 
not competent for the positions assigned them, or they 
showed no little partiality. Some of the errors were 
too gross not to be Been through by the moBt casual 
observer. The? had rules to govern them, and conse¬ 
quently were in honor bound to abide by them. They 
may say they did, but others who have eyes as well as 
they, know that they must have looked at some of those 
dogs' cross eyed or they never could have made such 
fearful mistakes. We do not make these remarks 
simply because there were a few dissatisfied ones, for 
it could not be expected that the Judges would satisfy 
every one with their decisions. Such a thing has 
never been done, and probably never will be. But for 
, reasons too obvious to be overlooked by an intelligent 
eye. It is not our intention to mention any names, but 
simply to call attention to the fact that unpardonable 
errors were made. Perhaps it may be as well as to say 
that the best deer hound in the show did not get any 
' prize at all, notwithstanding there were three prizes 
k offered for English grey-hounds and Scotch deer 
! hounds. Why was it thus? 


* Hark to ’Em. 

It is not often that any one can accuse an athletic 
English gentleman of a willful and labored effort to 
mis-state facts; but it is our painful duty to present to 
our American readers as clear a case of the above men¬ 
tioned crimo as was ever committed. The athletic ed¬ 
itor of our esteemed English exchauge, Land and 
Water, speaking of O'Leary and the Perkins' match, 
says, "This long talked of match . . . does not seem 
likely to come to anything. The columns of our Amer¬ 
ican contemporaries are full of explanation, ill favored, 
und garnished in- their own particular vituperative 
style, in which they back up O'Leary, and say he is a 
wonder; but they hang fire at coming to any arrange¬ 
ment for bringing this wonder over to England." He 
then talks about a Brobdignag soup plate to air bis lit 
erary knowledge and display his power of satire, and 
proceeds; "The supporters of Perkins are ready to 
back him against O'Leary for £600 a side, from one to 
100 miles, but the significant part of Perkins’ offer is, 
that should any American champion accept, his accep¬ 
tation must be accompanied by o deposit, as an evi¬ 
dence of bona fides." He then goes on lo air his ideas 
upon long distance racing, but of this we care nothing. 

Our readers have long known the facts of the case. 
Jenn, of Bell's Itfe, opened fire upon us Americans, 
and his yelp was followed up by every athletic cur that 
could raise a yowl, or an organ to give that yowl birth. 
They yowled at us for proposing impossibilities, yet 
they themselves claim to have had an athletically un¬ 
known man walk 50 miles, part in a hall-storm, in 0 
hours and 24 minutes. This, we think, is a greater feat 
than O’Leary’s 18:58:40 under cover for a hundred 
miles, yet we did not yowl at it as impossible, for wc 
knew that if we could do it here, there was every rea¬ 
son to suppose that others could do it elsewhere, most 
especially in England. These yowls ultimately toned 
down to something definite. When the curs had done 
their empty yelping a man, Booth by name, comes hon¬ 
estly forward and backs his disbelief with a wager, as 
every true Englishman properly does, but even he does 
not seem to have put up a forfeit as bona fides. The 
moment O'Leary catches sight of this challenge, his 
mind is made up. We have all heard how he immedi¬ 
ately went to a bank, procured a draft for £100 ($500), 
and sent an acceptance of this challenge at once to 
Bell's Life , making the distance one hundred miles. 

At the time Land and Water went to press every 
sporting paper in London knew, or should have known, 
that the money had arrived and the challenge been ac¬ 
cepted. Yet with this evidence of our bona fides be¬ 
fore them such remarks as we have quoted above arc 
allowed to go forth to prejudice the English public 
against us and our doings. Nor is Land and Water 
the only one paper that displays its ignorance; "East¬ 
erling,” of the Sporting Gazette, goes on babbling on 
' a wrong scent, as if the game was not in view, and 
’ Bell's Life makes no comment on the accepted chal¬ 
lenge, feeling perhaps like a cur does when it has been 
3 yelpiDg at a big dog and suddenly finds that the big 
dog is coming his way. We presume that £100 is a 
j little too much evidence of bona fides, and that they 
have been trying to play our proverbial game of brag 
' upon us. As wo live the idols of our youth become 
B shattered. "We have always given Englishmen credit 
t for fairnesB and impartiality in sporting concerns, hut 
e now we feel that ws must fold the toga over a gaping 
wound in our credulity and say et tu Brute.

Colorado Horae Breeders' Association. 

The breeders of Colorado met on the evening of Jan. 
28th, at Denver, to consult as to the prospects of bb

President; W. H. Schackelford, Secretary. After the 
objects and advantages to bo gained by Buch an organ¬ 
ization had been explained by Judge Downing, a com¬ 
mittee of five were chosen to frame rules and regula¬ 
tions. The Mirror makes the following comments 
hearing on this laudable movement; 

It is well known that Colorado has become rather a 
bad market for fine stock, but it is not so generally 
known that the trotters brought to and sold In Denver 
under lengthened pedigree from most noble ancestry 
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wore raised obscurely in Missouri and other States and, 
therefore, thordhgh-/raud*. One of the objects of the 
association is to prevent future transactions of this na¬ 
ture. Its main purpose will be consultation and united 
effort to raise thoroughbred horses of the various noble 
strains and require book proof at the pedigree claimed. 

This is an important movement that will enlist the 
hearty co-operation of all citizens. We solicit the at¬ 
tention of our law-mahers, now in session, to the ad¬ 
visability of an enactment that will foBt'T and encour¬ 
age this interest. The legislature of Tennessee, over a 
year ago, by law exempted from taxation all thorough¬ 
bred horses used for breeding purposes. We under¬ 
stand the Barne provision is in force in Kentucky. We 
will note with satisfaction further steps taken in the 
matter of a permanent organization and working of the 
Slock Breeders'Association, wishiug it every success.

The Exhibitions nt Detroit. 

Detroit, Mich., Feb. i. 

To The Field: —Just on the heels of the great Dog 
and Poultry Show of Chicago comes the fifth annual 
exhibition of the Michigan State Poultry Association, 
now being held in Mechanics' Building, in this city. 1 
took a hasty glance through the several departments 
this morning. The show of dogs is a very fine one, 
and the number of visitors is large, considering the in¬ 
clement weather. There are about one hundred dogs 
of all classes ou exhibition, the majority being point¬ 
ers and English setters. 

The poultry department Iiub a fine display of fowls, 
not so extensive us that in Chicago, but fully equal in 
the quality of the birds shown. 

The fish department is in full blast, and the display 
of all varieties is really wonderful. Through the 
courtesy of Geo. II.-Jerome, Esq., the. Superintendent of 
State Fisheries, I was enabled to make a pretty thor¬ 
ough examination of the entire department, but have 
not time to enter into details, which I am sure would 
be interesting to your readers. Mr. Jerome promise-* 
that the readers of The Field shall soon hear from 
him in an article or two on fish culture here. 

I noticed particularly the various cases of lake and 
brook trout, black bass, grayling, California salmon 
and pickerel. The process of hutching is shown and 
described to visitors, and forms an attraction for one 
and all. During the past year the Commissioners have 
deposited in various takes and streams in this State one 
million live bundled and thiily-lwo thousand white- 
fish, and arrangements are completed for hatching and 
distributing nearly three millions this year. 

Taken altogether, tlie exhibition is one that gives 
general satisfaction, and the managers feel gratified at 
the success of the whole affair.

The Coming Chess Congress. 

PAST TOURNAMENTS AND THE PROJECTED CENTENNIAL QATHETIINO. 

The proposition for a grand International Chess Congress, to 
be held at Philadelphia during the centennial year, occasioned 
from ita drat announcement the moat pleasurable anticipations to 
all classes of the chess community. Admirer* and well. winhere 
to the game in the United State* aud Europe manifested from (be 
outset a decided willingness to assist in promoting the success of 
the undertaking. aud the hearty and zealous response and warm 
support which bad been accorded to the Philadelphia Che** Club 
and its friends, under whose auspices the cougres* is contemplat¬ 
ed, appear to render a apitnble organization the muin thing nec¬ 
essary to carry out ttfe "arrangement* for securing* a gathering o! 
unprecedented interest and importance iu the history of chess. 

The experience of the past tournament proves how much depends 
on tbtfxordfal co-operation of all interested in the welfare of the 
game. The great exhibition tournament held in London in 1851 
was undoubtedly a great success, but owing to unfortunate dif¬ 
ferences which arose between the leading chess clubs of London, 
a want of unanimity prevailed which to a certain extent prevented 
tbe congress from attaining the importance originally hoped for 
and expected. Notwithstanding the drawbacks arising from 
these dissensions, and the fact that the raining of the funds and 
conduct of the tournament remained in tbe hands of one club 
alone—tbe flt. George's—the programme of tbe committee bronght 
together a very satisfactory assemblage of chess admirer*, togeth¬ 
er with a majority of the finest chess players In the world. There 
were present on the 26 th of May, 1851. when the tourney com¬ 
menced, Szen, the Hungarian, whose chance of gaining the first 
prize was considered equal to that of any competitor on the list: 
KieserHzky, from Paris, scarcely less renowned; LoweiUhal, of 
Pesth, bnt at Lhe time Just arrived from America, considered 
equally formidable ; Andersseu. from Breslau: Mnyet and Hor- 
wit*, from other parts of Germany; Jneulech. from Russia; with 
Htanntou, Linckle, Boden, Bird, Kennedy, l<oxve, and Williams, 
representative English players The absence of tlie celebrated 
scholar aud author.

In ibis connection it is well to mention that 
much disappointment arose at the delay of several months which 
took place before the issue of the book of tbe tournament, and 
the committee of tbe forthcoming congress will do well to shim 
this error, for there can bo no doubt that a guarantee of a prompt 
appearance of the games, properly annotated, will add to the 
popularity of the touruey, attract many subscription*, and, conse¬ 
quently, materially augment the fnndn at the disposal of the com¬ 
mittee. Reverilugto the tournament Itself, it commenced on the 
26th of May, 1851, and wa- continued dally until finished. In nil 
181 games were played, the resnll being that Herr Anderssen won 
the first prize of $ 1 , 0 ^; Mr. Wyvill the second, of 9250; while 
the six others were gained In orner by Williams. Staunton, 8*en, 
Kennedy, Horwttz and Mucklow. There was also a provincial 
tournament, the chief prize In which wa* won by Mr. Boden, and 
some set matches arranged by the committee. It was unfort unnte 
that some of the finest players, as Lowenihal and Klceerllzky. 
were placed hors (iu combat In the first ronnd, and mnch surprise 
was expressed at the easy defeat of Mr. Staunton by Herr Anders- 
sen. Whether tiie former at bis best was ever tbe equal of the 
profound German tactician is a matter of opinion, bnt It is gener¬ 
ally conceded that at tbe time he p ayed below the strength that 
he had exhibited in bis matches with St. Araant and llorwlf/..
